The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As noted by 
applicant, the claims require a single wall separating the first and second lumens while 
the Ash et al reference requires two walls separated by a membrane so that the lumens 
may be separated during membrane breaking. The examiner would consider it an 
unreasonable interpretation to consider such an arrangement to have a single wall 
separation.
